the mines open on the old wage acale. | 


They issued a statement as follows: | 

“The miners presented a proposal 
in’ accordance with the Cleveland 
agfeement.

He saia 
just estimate of the firm’s liabilities 
could be made this time, as they 
consisted of realty equities for the 
most part that must be appraisea. 

The failure will hit working per 
and farmers. hardest, ten 
dealt largely with in- 
vestors.
